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RATIO 


In military parlance, @ ration is an allowance for the sub- 
sistence of one man for one day. I know it because this was the 
first thing I learned when I came into the Service as a student 
at the Army Medical School in Washington, not so many years after 
the Spanish-American War Moreover, no one ever asked how you pro- 
nounced it since we had no radio announcers to discover the pos- 
sible nuances of @ good old English word whose first syllable 
most certainly rhymes with cash. So do not ask the Sergeant in 


charge of the Commissary to change his way of life. 


While on the subject of eating, it was during my first reci- 
tation in military administration, held in the school referred to, 
that our class was asked to give the daily allowance of meat for a 
soldier. We all knew it - 20 ounces - and we knew also the allow- 
ance of fish and other things in lieu of meat, as well as how much 
potatoes, salt, pepper, and condiments were to be had for the ask- 
ing. The instructor prodded us and he k. pt asking what other food 
was given the soldier by his Uncle Samuel. As we were all ignorant 
of the practicalities of ration drawing, we maintained an abashed 
silence. Finally, our tormentor could stand it no longer and roared, 
“Bacon: bacon! don't ever forget that. The American soldier knows 
his bacon as well as he does his uniform!" I have never forgotten, 
and to this day, @ slice of bacon resembles, in my mind, a non- 
commissioned officer's dress uniform trouser leg, with its broad, 
or narrow, stripe if he be but a corporal. With me, bacon and the 
upiform have always gone together down the years. Yhen I read in 
the papers that fifteen percent of the bacon now issued in 
soldiers’ messes goes back uneaten, I wondered what is the matter 
with appetites these days. In my time, there were seldom any 
seconds on sow belly.

Microfilm copying of the periodical literature of the Army Med- 
ical Library was begun by Bibliofilm Service of the U.S. Department of

‘ville Agriculture in 1936 and continued until September 1940 when an inde-

pendent service under the auspices of the Friends of the Aroy Medical 
Library was established. fue to the expanding needs of microfilm copy- 
ing for Regular Army and Federal establishments and other calls made 
upon it in the present emergency, additional equipment and enlarged 
facilities have been added at public expense. It has now become pos- 
sible to substitute microfilm copying to a limited extent for inter- 


library loans. Microfilms will be sent without charge in lieu of the 





loan of the books to all accredited medical librarians who prefer them 





or where books or journals cannot be loaned. 


This service should result in a saving for the borrowing li- 
brarian since the responsibility for safekeeping and return of the 
books will be eliminated and no records will be required. The person 
receiving the microfilm will have no obligation for its return and may 


retain it for future use. 


The total amount of work which can be done on this basis is of 


course limited by appropriations now available, hence there will be a 


limitation in the extent of the service, as to quantity. Orders for 


microfilm copying, except in particular cases, where bulk or commercial 
work is involved, will not ordinarily be accepted from individuals, 


but only through libraries, in the s@me manner as interlibrary loans.
